Jefferson county property of 

Amos A. Govero, president of 
C.E.S. Truck Lines, JInc., and 
of Magistrate H. Glenn Weber, 
both county Democratic lead- 
ers, is assessed at figures far 
below state-established stand- 
ards, the Post-Dispatch learned 
today. 

School officials, who receive 
most of the locally-collected tax 
dollars, criticized the Govero 
assessment particularly because 
he is also president of the Mis- 
souri State Board of Education. 
The school officials have esti- 
mated that Jefferson county 
schools are losing $150,000 
yearly because of low assess- 
ments by Assessor O. A. (Bud) 
Kasten. 

C.E.S. Truck Lines terminal 
and office building and large 
parking lot, on U.S. 61-67 at 
Crystal City, is assessed at 
$4400, on which the tax was 
$175 this year. The assessment 
is 13.3 per cent of the $33,000 
value placed on the property 
by an expert appraiser. 

In 1955, the State Tax Com- 
mission ordered assessments 
increased to a minimum of 30 
per cent of actual value. The 
effect in Jefferson county was 
to boost many assessments 
sharply. 

2 Pct. of Actual Value. 
Assessed at only about 2 per 

cent of actual value is a large 
public swimming pool and pic- 
nic grounds at House. Springs 
operated by Resort nter- 
prices, Inc. Magistrate Weber 
is secretary of the operating 
firm, which owns 35 acres on 
U.S. Highway 30 at House 
Springs. Other officers of Re- 


refused last spring a $150,000 
offer for the pro y, assessed 
by Kagten’s fice at only 
3000. The most recent tax 
bill is $58.88. The assessment 
is divided into four items, 
ranging from $300 for a single 
lot to $1600 for 8% acres. 

Other examples of wide dif- 
ferences in Jefferson county 
assessments were found by the 
Post-Dispatch. The 34-acre es- 
tate of Carl Stockstrom, on 
Montebello road near Imper- 
fal, has the highest assessed 
valuation, $56,000, of any pri- 
vate home in the county. Taxes 
are $2450 a year. 

In contrast, Terminal Oil 
Co., wholesale petroleum pro- 
ducts distributor at Sulphur 
Springs, has an assessment of 
only $24,200, or 9.4 per cent 
of the $257,000 estimated value 
of the property. A 30 per cent 
assessment would be $77,000. 

No Distinction. 

The Missouri Constitution 
makes no distinction between 
residential and commercial 
property for tax purposes. 


Article 10, Section 3, of the

“Taxes may be levied and col- 
lected for public purposes only 
and shall be uniform on the 
same class of subjects within 
the territorial limits of the 
the tax.”

Dr. Block said the alcoholic 


can achieve complete recovery 
with the help of his physician, 
but it must be recognized that 
“there is no antibiotic or chem- 
ical miracle drug that will do 
away with the illness.”

He must 
not only rehabilitate him physi- 
cally, but he must help him to 
mature emotionally. This can- 
not be done with shotgun pre- 
scriptions or pills.” 

Block held that. the 
physician must serve also as a 
case finder, so that early man- 
ifestations of alcoholism can be 
detected and the full impact of | 
the disease headed off. Every 
patient’s case history should 
include a detailed history of | 


drinking patterns, he declared, |

WASHINGTON (UPI) — An 
experiment to make it easier 
for home buyers in small com- 
munities fo get government 
mortgage insurance has proved 
successful. 4 

‘Now in operation in 19 
states, the red _ tape-cutting 
“Certified Agency Program” 
(CAP) of the Federal Housing 
Administration (FHA) is to be 
continued and expanded. For- 
mal announcement of such ac- 
tion is expected to follow a 
meeting yesterday of FHA of- 
ficials and mortgage and hous- 
ing industry leaders. 

To make obtaining Govern- 
ment mortgage insurance more 
feasible for some buyers in 
small communities, especially 
those remote from FHA field 
offices, the agency a year ago 
Jaunched CAP on an experi- 
mental basis in all or parts of 
seven states. 


Part-Time Help. 
Core of the program was to. 
have qualified local towns- 
people — banket, homebulld- 


er, real estate broker—do the 
property appraisal, credit-in- 
vestigation and inspection of 
new buildings . traditionally 
done by FHA employes. In ef- 
fect, busy FHA .regional of- 
fices were getting some part- 
time help and home buyers 
were getting quicker process- 
ing of their mortgage insurance 
applications. 


FHA officials estimate that 
their regional offices process 
CAP applications in four or 
five days, compared to an av- 
erage of. two or three weeks 
for processing of standard ap- 
plications. 


When the program started a 
year ago on an experimental 
basis, FHA officials didn’t 
know how it would work out. 


“Since then, there has been 
tremendous pressure to extend 
it and the program has gradu- 
ally been expanded to 19 
states, including some larger 
cities,” Graham T. Northrup, 
director of CAP reports. 


“We've been very favorably 
impressed,” Northrup _ said. 
“Naturally we’ve had growing 
pains but we think we can 
work those out.” 


Other officials said the pro- 
gram may eventually apply to 
at least part of every state. 
A final definition of which 
communities may participate 
% still"to be worked out. . The 

efinition is expected to com- 
bine a _ distance-population 
standard — distance from an 
FHA office.and the town's own 
population,... . 


How. Program Works. 

Here is FHA’s own deéscrip- 
tion,of how CAP works: 

“FHA certifies local lending 
institutions as agents authorized 
to undertake certain steps in 
the processing of applications 
for ins loans. In the past, 
these Steps—appraisal, inspec- 
tion and. credit analysis—have 
been performed by members 
of the staff.of FHA’s district 
insuring office. 

“Qualified local people, who 
have been made familiar with 
FHA objectives and schooled 
in its techniques, are employed 
to make property appraisals 
and the required number of in- 
spections of new home con- 
struction. In this program, 
FHA relies on a lender’s judg- 
ment in weighing the borrow- 
er’s credit situation. 

“Thus people working to- 
gether in their home areas do 
the work formerly done in 
FHA offices or by personnel 


dispatched from the office to : 


the property site.” 

Besides reducing processing 
time, CAP has helped home 
buyers by making FHA financ- 
ing more attractive to lenders. 
The latter, assured that cum- 
bersome paperwork is being 
cut down to a minimum, are 


more amendable to FHA fi- : 


nancing, officials said.

FHA-Insured Mortgages, 


For the country as a whole, 
the study indicated, “lessened 
availability and a modest de- 
cline in prices (on the resale or 
secondary market) is reported 
for FHA-insured mortgages.” 
While local lenders have been 
entering this market in an in- 
creasing degree, this has been 
“insufficient to offset the de- 
cline in national lender invest- 
ment.” 

For FHA-insured loans of 25 
years or less with a new house 
as security, the market has be- 
come restricted. The money 
supply is classified as ample 
for 41 per cent of the areas for 
borrowers making a minimum 
down payment, and moderate 
for 40 per cent. 

Where the down payment 
was greater than the FHA 
schedule, the current money 
supply is held to be ample for 
51 per cent of the nation and 
moderate for 33 per cent. 

“A relatively parallel change 
in the market for FHA-insured 
loans on existing homes is re- 
ported,” the study said. In 
cases of a minimum down pay- 
ment, an ample supply is quot- 
ed for 32 per cent of the areas 
and a moderate one for 46 per 
cent. In instances in which 
down payments exceeded those 
called for by the FHA sched- 
ule, funds were termed ample 
in 48 per cent of the survey 
areas. There was little change 
in the proportion of places for 
which a -moderate supply was 
recorded. 


VA-Guaranteed Loans. 


In general, the study said 
“the market for VA-guaranteed 
loans is neither as good as 
statistical reports on applica- 
tions and appraisal requests 
would suggest nor is it as weak 
nationwide as experienced by 
many individual communities.”

The Panagra plane, manned 
by a National Airlines crew, 
dived under the refueling tank- 
er to avoid a collision. 


Secretary of the Air Force 
James H. Douglas, in a sharp- 
ly-worded reply to charges the 
military plane was at fault, 
said he “is at a loss to under- | 
stand how the airline crew | 
could have failed to observe 
the brilliantly lighted refueling 
operation.” 

Claims CAA Authority. 

The Air Force, like the com- 
mercia} plane’s crew, claimed 
to have been authorized by the 
Civi] Aeronautics Administra- | 
tion to operate at the 18,000-| 
foot altitude where the inci- 
dent occurred. , 

Douglas stressed that “all 
aircraft, commercial as well as 
military . .. are responsible 
for exercising the proper vigi- 
lance at all times.” 

The statement said Capt. 
Floyd G. Mills of San Antonio, | 
Tex., saw the DC-7 airliner 

“approximately a mile away,’ | 
and that he “took action which, 
in his estimation, would avert | 
a possible collision.” 

The Air Force statement said 
the tanker was displaying “the 
required flashing navigation | 
lights and rotating anti-col- 
lision beacons,” and “was using 
huge floodlights designed to... 
provide substantial illumination 
for refueling purposes.”

UNITED NATIONS, Oct. 31. 
ESPITE a considerable 
Pamount of confusion on the 
subject of ending nuclear 
weapons tests, which has been 
debated in the United Nations 
for more than three weeks, one 
fact stood out today. The vast 
majority of the nations here 
have reached a ‘general agree- 
ment not only that such tests 
should be stopped, but on the 


conditions under which such a 
stoppage should occur. 


Continuation of these tests 
now runs headlong into this 


organized body of world opin-: 


ion. 

This was the situation which 
U. N. Secretary General Dag 
Hammarskjold hoped to create, 
by the time negotiations 
opened in Geneva today. Ham- 
marskjold hopes that the wide 
consensus reached will spur 
the negotiations in Geneva, 
where the United States, Brit- 
ain and Russia are attempting 
to reach an agreement for end- 
ing nuclear tests. 

Hammarskjold

does formal resolutions and 
voting by the U.N. General 
Assembly. 

General Consent. 

This general consent was 
made evident in the first in- 
stance by a whole series of 
statements by the diplomats 
here.

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Overdue Reform in Illinois 


One proposal that ought to run up a ma- 
jority far beyond the required two thirds 
next Tuesday is the amendment to give Illi- 
nois a modern, efficient, justice-serving court 
system. This will appear on the Blue Ballot 
and when voters mark it “Yes” they will be 
supporting the first major reorganization of 
the Illinois courts since the present Constitu-. 
tion was adopted 88 years ago. 

Vast shifts in population and other changes 
that have come since 1870 have left Illinois 
with an outmoded, costly, slow-mov-. 
ing court system which all too often BS 
to deny justice rather than to promote it.

This authority would. include the 
power to require lower courts to report on 
the status of cases and to recommend to a 
judicial commission the suspension of a judge 
who allowed his court to fall far behind in its 
work. The Supreme Court’s powers would 
also include authority to keep judges from 
holding office in a political party. This 
would not go as far as the Missouri non-parti- 
san court plan, but it would be a constructive 
step away from involvement of judges in 
party politics. 


It is hard to see how any informed voter 
can oppose a proposal so reasonably based 
and so widely supported by leaders of both 
patties and civic, educational, legal, religious, 
labor and business organizations. Most of the 
opposition arises from JPs who do not want 
to give up their fees, from a few Judges who 
place personal convenience above equitable 
districts and therefore do not want the boun- 
daries redrawn, or from lawyers who have a 
financial stake in the confused, overlapping,’ 
wasteful system. 


An effort has been made by these oppo- 
nents to raise a smoke screen in recent weeks. 
No one ought to be misled by it. The Blue 
Ballot amendment is not perfect, but it as- 
sembles a series of improvements that would 
put: Illinois in the procession of states with 
better, more ‘efficient; prompter courts. The 
way to vote on the judicial amendment is 
“Yes.”

The Urgent Airport Problem 


The St. Louis metropolitan area must find 
a way to provide at least one additional all- 
weather civilian airport and no time should 
be lost in doing $0. That is what the unani- 
mous report of the Federal Airport Use Panel, 
based on a restudy of the metropolitan air- 
port problem, boils down to. 


Although this is quite different from the 
panel’s previous report, based on studies 
made in 1956 and recommending a major 
new airport to handle military flying primari- 
ly, it should not come as a surprise. The 
Navy, departing from Lambert Field as an 
economy measure, relieved the traffic situa- 
tion. It made clear it was not going to finance 
any new field. Nor is any other military 
service. And Lambert Field is uncomfortably 
close to the saturation, mark. 

The new report, according to panel spokes- 
men, may be taken as evidence that the fed- 
eral agencies represented would be com- 
mitted “to look with favor” on any request 
for fedéral assistance in financing a new air- 
port. Last September, President Eisenhower 
vetoed a bill that would have increased funds 
for federal aid to airports but said he would 
ask Congress for some “transitional” funds 
next January. Senator Monroney, who spon- 
sored the ‘bill, which easily passed both 
houses, has said he will re-introduce it as 


.soon .as Congress.meets again. , 


So there should be federal money available 
to help build an airport. But it remains for 
St. Louis and other public bodies to decide on 
a plan of action: Where to build an airport; 
how to finance the local share; whether to 
‘build it‘on the East Side; what co-operation 
might be expected from St. Clair and Madi- 
son counties; the part that could be played 
by the Bi-state Development Agency. 

The sooner these factors are weighed and a 
program decided upon, the quicker St. Louis 
and the ie metropolitan area can be 
sure of keeping abreast of the air age. 


A Suit to Open School Doors 
Virginia. parents and school children are 

seeking an answer from federal courts on 

school closings that may affect “massive re- 


“gistance” efforts in Arkansas and other states. 


Twenty-six Norfolk residents named Gov. 
J.. Lindsay Almond Jr. as a defendant in a 
suit asking for a three-judge federal court 
to enjoin state segregation laws. Under these 
laws, Gov. Almond has closed six Norfolk 


‘schools and three elsewhere to avoid integra- 
‘vtion ordered by the courts. 


Some 13,000 
students have been shut out of public educa- 
tion. The suit charges that this deprives the 


. children of equal protection under the law, 


and of liberty and property without due 
process of law. 

Demonstrating further how Virginians are 
becoming concerned for their public educa- 
tion, the directors of the Virginia Education 
Association voted almost unanimously to urge 
new state laws for “the continued operation 
of public schools.” Neither this. resolution 
nor the Norfolk suit mentions integration, or 
segregation, for that matter. But the impli- 
cation is clear that public education is far 
more important than segregation policies. As 
this feeling grows among responsible citizens, 
and as the courts heed their pleas, the doors 
of closed schools should reopen,

Foster Homes Meet Vital Needs 


Children Provided With Parents Who in Turn Are Relieved of Loneliness ©

Essentially, they are people who 
like children, want to help them, 
and do not experience great anxiety 
with disturbed children. (Some of 
their motivations arise from their 
own personality needs, but that can 
be good if these meet and sustain 
the dependency needs of a disturbed 
child who has never experienced an 
all-accepting, warm adult. 


(For instance, a middle-aged couple 
has experienced great loneliness 
when their own children have grown 
and left the home. The parents sat- 
isfy these feelings by taking a child 
from the Child Psychiatry Service 
into their home. ;

The caseworker 
during these interviews does a “case 
study” of the home, emphasizing 
particularly the potential for good 
inter-personal relationships and the 
attitudes toward child care. 

The prospective foster parents 
also undergo a complete physical 
check-up, and their home has te be 
cleared by the State Department of 
Social Welfare for use as a foster 
home. There is still much to be done 
when the Child Psychiatry Service 
staff, after weighing the pertinent 
factors, has matched a foster heme 
and a child. 

The caseworker wiil provide the 
family with specific information 
about the child’s background and 
the care he needs. The child is in- 
formed about the family, and a visit 
is arranged. Usually the child visits 
the home many times before place- 
ment is imminent. The child knows 
that the family wants him and that 
the placement may facilitate his 
eventual return to his own home, 
but he can refuse a home at any 
time. 

Likewise, the foster parents are 
encouraged to express any doubts 
they may have about this particular 
child and may withdraw if they wish. 


After. placement, the family be- 
comes an active member of the 
“team” which is concerned with the 
child. The caseworker has weekly 
interviews with the parents and the 
child, usually separately, but at 
times together. The-parents are en- 
couraged to assimilate the child into 
the family constellation. 

At the same time the caseworker 
emphasizes the temporary aspect of

Imagine. some of the problems 
these foster parents meet. The chil- 
dren are not placed unless it is con- 
sidered they are able to adjust to 
the family, neighborhoods, and com- 
munity. In other words, the Child 
Psychiatry Service does not place 
children with bizarre, psychotic be- 
havior patterns, but neither are the 
children free of ptoms. 

They will have n in treatment 
for some time, perhaps years, and 
their initial adjustment will be diffi- 
cult both for the family and the 
child. 

Another problem is that the child 
has natural parents who visit him. 
And he also has a psychotherapist 
whose .role is decidedly felt. The 
foster family has to accept and live 
with the possibility that anything 
that occurs in the home may be re- 
lated to. the child’s therapist. 


Feelings of rivalry with the thera- 
pist may plague foster parents who 
have not as yet found and main- 
tained their own position with the 
child and have deep needs to “cure” 
the child. 

Providing for a child can be quite 
gratifying to the foster parents. As 
the child develops normal interests 
and habits, and is able to relate to 
them in a meaningful way, the fos- 
ter parents feel they are more than 
repaid for their efforts. 

However, many of the children 
have limited capacities for relating, 
and close family ties can be threat- 
ening and cause the child to with- 
draw. 

In such instances, the caseworker 
has to help the family accept lim- 
ited gratification and to give good 
care without expecting much emo- 
tional return from the child.

Vindicated at Last 


A FRIEND OF MINE was in Paris at the end of World 
War II. In search of the Red Cross office, he stopped a 
small hoy and, in labored French, asked directions. The boy 


“Anything ya wanna 
know, Mac, just ask me 
in English,” he said. 

Not everyone is this 
lucky in France. There 
is a prevalent belief that 
the French, unlike other 
Europeans, want to be

At noon we had lunch but here the hostess ran into 
difficulties over “coffee with cream.” More gesticulations, 
more shrugging of shoulders. I stepped in with assurance. 

“Cafe au lait? Sucre?” 


The other passengers looked at me respectful- 
ly. I should have quit while I was ahead. But no, 
when the little old lady smiled, I smiled. Out came 
a staccato of something of which only “pays” and 
“ylateau” registered. “Pays” means country, and 
any geography student knows what a plateau is. 
I looked out the window. “Beautiful,” I agreed. 


She gave me a pained look and went through it all 
again. She waved her wallet, banged her tray. Finally I 
deduced that pay had to do with payment and plateau was 
the platter. 1 exhibited one dollar. International code. She 
smiled. But then she asked the stewardess sadly, “Why 
don’t you speak French?” 

The stewardess, apparently hoping to appear linguistic 
minded, said helpfully, “Ich spreche Deutsch.” 

The retort was more Bronxian than Parisian and can 
best be written as “aynh.” 

I ended my bilingual career in a burst of glory as the 
plane stopped at St. Louis and we descended. 

“Bon voyage,” I said in leaving.

NOT LONG after I returned 
to New York I received notice 
that the Economic and Social 
Council, which had been set 
up by the United Nations in 
London, had created a com- 
mittee to make recommenda- 
tions on matters pertaining to 
the functioning of the U.N. Hu- 
man Rights Commission. It 
was to meet in New York in 
fhe spring of 1946, and the 
members were named as indi- 
viduals rather than as repre- 
sentatives of their various gov- 
ernments. I was asked to 
serve on this committee and 
accepted. 


During the same period I 
w@s again nominated and con- 
firmed as a member of the 
United States delegation to the 
General Assembly, and con- 
tinued as a delegate until 1953. 
At the same time I was also 
the United States representa- 
tive on the Human Rights Com- 
mission. 

Thus over the years, in one 
capacity or another, I -saw a 
great deal of the Russian dele- 
gates and@not infrequently felt 
I saw and heard too much of 
them because, of course, they 
were usually the center of op- 
position to our ideas. I re- 
member one occasion during 
our first meeting in London 
when Senator Connally decided 
that he had reached the limit 


f his patience with the Rus- 
sians. 


“I would like to announce,” 
he began with an angry toss of 
his handsome head, “that I 
have discussed this question 
with the representative of the 
Soviet Union for the last time. 
We made our position clear 
from the beginning, but he has 
brought the .subject up three 
times as if nothing had be 
said. I will not discuss it again. 


“I will not discuss it again,” 
Senator Connally repeated. 
“In the United States Senate, 
when debate is finished it is 
finished!” 


This was not, however, the 
United States Senate and, as I 
had feared, Senator Connally 
found himself discussing the 
Same subject on several later 
occasions regardless of his own 
desires. 


Andrei Gromyko, of the So- 
viet delegation, knew the ways 
of Westerners far better than 
he pretended, I always believed. 
He gave me the impression of 
being always on guard, and he 
certainly maintained the Com- 
munsst practice of never show- 
ing any kind of weakness in the 
presence of Westerners. We had 
invited him and his wife to 
luncheon, but after we were 
at table, my secretary, Miss 
Malvina Thompson, observed 
that Mme. Gromyko was not 
eating anything. 

“Is there something wrong?” 
she asked..“Aren’t you hun- 
gry?” 

Mme. Gromyko blushed but 
then explained that she was 


suffering from ulcers and that ~ 


she had been told to confine 
herself to a soft diet. 

“IT will have some poached 
eggs and milk fixed for you,” 
Tommy said. 

While this exchange was in 
progress I had been talking to 
Mr. Gromyko, but he was the 
kind of man who missed noth- 


ing that went on. He turned 
to Tommy and, rather severely, 
said: 


“My wife is quite capable of 
eating anything.” 

This, I suppose, was an order 
for Tommy to forget about the 
poached eggs or anything else 
special for Mme. Gromyko— 
on the theory that Russians 
have no. weaknesses. But for 
once I paid no attention to Rus- 
sian stubborness. I spoke up 
and told the cook to prepare 
the poached eggs. They were 
brought to Mme. Gromyko and 
she ate them. 


One of the Russian delegates 
over a period of years was a 
big, dramatic man with flowing 
white hair and a bristling black 
beard—Dr. Alexei P. Pavlov, a 
nephew of the physiologist 
Ivan Petrovich Pavlov, famous 
for his studies of conditioned 
reflexes. The nephew wa’ an 
able delegate to the U.N. but, 
since he was obviously a man 
of education and social posi- 
tion, he seemed to feel the 
necessity of proving to every- 
body that he was a good and 
faithful Communist. 

More than once Dr. Pavlov 
arose with a flourish, shook his 
white locks angrily and made a 
bitter attack on the United 
States on the basis of some 
report or even of some rumor 
that had to do with discrimina- 
tion against Negroes, particu-

larly in our Southern states. Of 
course, I always replied vigar- 
ously, pointing out that despite 
discrimination of one kind or 
another, the United States had 
done a great deal to-improve 
the social and economic status 
of the Negro, but Pavlov never 
admitted any such improve- 
ment, 


On one occasion I took pains 
to explain that I had spent a 
good part of my own life fight- 
ing against discrimination and 
working for educational and 
other measures for the benefit 
of Negro citizens of the United 
States. But to everything I 
said, Dr, Pavlov replied by 
sticking out his beard and 
barking: 

“Yes, you worked. But where 
did it ever get you?” 


Once, when I was irritated 
by his remarks to the point 
where I could no longer 
stand it, I interrupted him to 
Say, as Sternly as I could: 
“Sir! I believe you are hit- 
ting below the belt!” 


One evening Dr. Pavlov and 
his colleague, Alexander Bori- 
S0V, came to my apartment with 
several other guests. I usually 
tried to provide some kind of 
entertainment on such occa- 
sions and I had invited a friend 
who is an excellent pianist. 

After dinner, my friend 
played the works of various 
classical composers, including 
Russians, and played very well 
indeed, Dr. Pavlov listened 
happly, his big shock of hair 
falling forward and his black 
beard touching his chest, but 


without ever saying a word. 
When he and Mr. Borisov were 
ready to depart, I walked to 
the door with them. 

“Oh, I have left my hat in 
the other room,” Mr. Borisov 
exclaimed. “I will get it.” 

He hurried away, leaving me 
alone with Dr. Pavlov. As soon 
as his companion was out of 
earshot, Dr. Pavlov leaned to- 
ward me and, in an almost con- 
spiratorial whisper, said: 

“Madame, you like the music 
of Tchaikovsky. So do I!” 

Then he straightened up and 
smiled blandly as Mr. Borisov 
returned. And that was as close 
as I ever came to getting a 
frank and confidential expres- 
sion of opinion from a Soviet 
official. 

Once at a formal dinner for 
U.N. delegates I was seated 
next to Mr. Vishinsky. He was 
polite and sometimes witty but 
I never was sure when his 
real thoughts were showing 
through his brittle surface. I 
had just read a book about the 
Hudson river valley and I told 
him something about it. He 
showed polite interest. 

“Perhaps you would like to 
know more about it,” I con- 
cluded. “If you can read Eng- 
lish easily, I should be glad to 
send it to you.” 

“I read English very well,” 
he replied, “but I read only 
diplomatic English.” 

It is possible that Westerners 
never fully understand the com- 
plexity of the Russian charac- 
ter, but I certainly kept trying 
througout my service with the 
U.N. and later, because I know 
it is extremely important for 
us to learn all we can about 
our powerful international op- 
position. Sometimes I think I 
have learned what to expect 
from them and how to deal 
with them, but at other times 
I begin to wonder as I did 
at a large party given by ‘Mr. 
and Mrs. Albert Lasker for all 
the delegates to the Human 
Rights Commission. 

The peak of the party came 
when a huge cake was brought 
to the table. The icing, in bright 
colors, was made up of repro- 
ductions of the flags of all the 
nations represented on the 
commission. 

“Mrs. Roosevelt, you will 
please cut the cake?” Mrs. 
Lasker asked, handing me a 
Yong knife. 


I looked at the cake with 
interest—and then with sud- 
den concern. The flags made 
of icing covered the entire 
surface of the cake and I 
realized that I could not cut 
4t without cutting through 
one of them. I stared, There 
was a Russian delegate stand- 
ing next to me and he, too, 
stared at the cake, apparent- 
ly realizing, as I did, that 
the knife was going to ruin 
at least one of those beauti- 
ful flags. I may have been 
wrong but I think he watched 
me carefully and a bit sus- 
piciously as I raised the 
knife.

Cutting Varied M aterials 


By Hubbard Cobb 


MOST OF US KNOW that 
the best way to cut a piece of 
wood is with a wood saw and 
when we want to cut metal we 
use a hacksaw. When_we use a 
hacksaw, downward pressure fs 
applied to the saw on the for- 
ward stroke and the pressure is 
then relieved on the backward 
stroke. 

Now when it comes to cutting 
gypsum board, you can use a 
handsaw but a better and easier 
way to do the job is to take a 
sharp knife—a linoleum knife 
is fine—and run the 
along the board where the cut 
is to be made. Apply suffi- 
cient pressure so that the knife 
will cut through the pdper and 
some of the gypsum under the 
seme covering. Now slide the 

rd over the edge of your 
work table and snap off the 


blade. 
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waste end along the break. This 
will break through the gypsum 
core and all you have to do 
after this is take your knife 
and cut through the under lay- 
er of paper. 


For asbestos board, use an 
ordinary handsaw but wet the 
blade with water. This makes 
cutting easier. Plywood, of 
course, takes a handsaw and so 
does hardboard, For laminated 
plastics, use a fine toothed saw 
so that you won't chip the fin- 
ish girface of the board. 


Linoleum and vinyl] tile can 
be cut easily with a sharp lin- 
oleum knife.

Courcel as an unmarried girl deserted by 
her lover.

Gabin, with his rugged kindness and deep under- 
standing, is a Christ-like figure as he stands his ground 
both against the village gossips and the criticism of con- 
servative colleagues. When the girl’s time comes, he is in 
a neighboring town at a medical society hearing to oust 
him, To help prove his point she determines to have her 
baby before the hearing. The village women have been 
won over by her courage, and they join her in a wild ride

ORDER,” at the APOLLO. 

The pomp and austerity of English jus- 
» tice, as exemplified by Robert Morley as a 
judge, is as natural a target for this pair's 
impish sense of humor as a silk hat in 
front of a small boy with a mound of 
snowballs. Michael Redgrave is a gentle 
and charming confidence man who every 
few years is sent away to prison by the irate jurist. Mr. 
Redgrave, on his return from these absences, always poses 
as a clergyman and tells his son he has been away on for- 
eign missions. 


When the boy grows upto be a lawyer and is ap- 
pointed marshal to the judge, Mr. Redgrave decides it is 
high time to retire and does so to a small seacoast village. 
Everyone in the town, however, seems to be in some racket 
or other, and Mr. Redgrave is tempted into a few pranks 
to keep his hand in. Such as helping a colonel to smug- 
gle in French brandy pumped into towed sharks which they 
eatch. When he finally gets in with a gang of old pals in a 
Smuggling caper, and runs head on into his old rival, the 
judge, there are some fairly rollicking farcical results. 


This is by no means as funny as “Lavender Hill Mob.” 


But it is mildly diverting and whimsically appealing and 
worth the time. 


Trite Travelogue. 


“SOUTH SEAS ADVENTURE,” the latest Cinerama 
picture at the AMBASSADOR, is about as adventurous as 
a Sunday school picnic.

“Little Caesar” in portraying Chicago gangdom in the pro- 
hibition era. Not that it doesn’t try to be tough. Lee J. 
Cobb as a gang czar tries to beat a 
traitorous henchman to death with a sil- 
ver miniature cue at a good-will banquet, 
as Al Capone was reputed to have once 
done with a baseball bat. Cobb threatens 
to smash the crippled, wired hip of 
LY by Robert Taylor, lawyer for the gang, with 
lar \i«_\ a crowbar if he tries to quit the organiza- 
tion and to have acid thrown in the face of his show- 
girl sweetheart, Cyd Charisse. When the shooting finally 
starts, after a lot of talk, bodies fall all over the place. 
Yep, there’s lots of action. Trouble is, it isn’t very con- 
vincing. 

The script is weak. It tries to make a good-bad guy out 
of Taylor, a rascal who frees murderers by psychological 
tricks, in front of a jury, but who also is high-minded 
enough to despise his clients and to refuse to shake hands 
with them. Cobb seems miscast as the gang czar, and so 
does John Ireland as a gunman. Miss Charisse, when she’s 
not writhing on the dance floor, delivers only a luke-warm 
performance. Director Nicholas Ray has achieved no impact 
of raw realism, no shock value.

CASUALLY flicking away my cubeb and carefully check-

Top Hand Robertson has a 
neat way of making facts. fol- 
low his theories, and we would 
be the last one to argue with 
this tall and tough-minded 
young man who braved the

He’s a star now—his pro- 
gram stays among the top- 
ratad—but when he hit Holly- 
woagd, he said, his only contact 
was a young Oklahoma lady 
with acting ambitions who was 
biding her time as a cocktail 
waitress at a social place called 
the Chi-Chi on Hollywood 
boulevard. 

Robertson took a hard look 
at Hollywood and figured the 
pitch.

| WHAT’S WRONG with going steady? All the kids in 
my crowd go steady and their parents think it's all ‘right.

and the community and it depends somewhat on 
the people themselves. In your father’s day, it is 
true that going steady was a prelude to an en- 
gagement and he still thinks of it as such.

Eleanor Roosevelt 
Atomic Tests 


BIRMINGHAM, Mich., Oct. 31. 

IT WAS A DISAPPOINTMENT to learn that the So- 
viets have rejected the idea of suspending atomic tests for 
a year. Many of us had hoped that, even though the So- 
viets said a year was not long enough and would mean no 
real accomplishment, they might have been willing to make 
the gesture of acquiescence in the proposal made by the 
United States and Great Britain. 


Many people in this country will feel that this 
refusal by the Soviets means that they are insin- 
cere and never meant to give up the testing of 
atomic weapons. However, Valerian A. Zorin, the 
Soviet Deputy. Foreign Minister, clearly stated that 
representatives of his Government would continue 
negotiations in Geneva looking for a test-control 
system, 


From the reports from the United Nations, it appeared 
to me that Mr. Zorin’s speech to the General Assembly’s 
Political Committee had been confusing and hard to -un- 
derstand. One never knows whether this is done purposely 
or occurs in translation, but in this case there seemed to 
have been real contradictions in séveral parts of his speech, 
so there is nothing to do but await future developments, 


It ts discouraging to have Mr. Gomulka in 
Mescow..assert that the West wants war. His coun- 
try of Poland is nearer the West than is the So- 
viet Union and he should know that the West does 
not want war. 


We in the West cannot repeat often enough our de- 
sire for peace. Not war. If war is forced upon us, we will, 
of course, have to fight, but we know too well what de- 
struction an atomic war would bring and we sincerely hope 
that the Soviets and Chinese Communists realize it, too. 


VICE PRESIDENT NIXON seems to be getting a little 
tired and touchy in this part of the campaign. He could not 
take a question suggesting he had not made his position on 
civil rights clear, and, became angry. 

The President, for his part, seems to find it difficult 
to voice any real arguments in the campaign. He goes to 
West Virginia and attacks the liberals in a state where lib- 
eral policies kept many of tfie people alive in the hard 
times brought on by the Hoover depression, 


He calls the Democrats spendthrifts and warns 
against electing those who will spend money on 
“hair-brained schemes,” forgetting that the Repub- 
licans have been in power for a number of years 
now. 


The Republicans seem to have managed to spend as 
liberally as the Democrats ever did, outside of periods of 
war, but with the benefits going only to those who had all 
they needed. On the other hand, a long period of unem- 
ployment has brought many people to a situation where 
they have far less than they need, and no plans have been 
made to help them out of their dilemma.

Heroes of Ancient Greece

AMONG ALL the heroes of 
ancient Greece, the most im- 
portant was Prometheus (pro- 
nounced Pro-ME-the-us). 


The Greeks were far from 
clear in their own minds about 
the origin of the human race. 
There were some among them 
who said that people simply 
had “grown .up” without any 
special time of starting as a 
species. 


Other Greeks said that the 
first man was created by 
Prometheus, and the first 
woman by Hephaestus, a son 
of Zeus who was called the 
‘god of metalworking.
